In  case  he  does 
not  have  this  rate,  demand  receipt 
for  shipment  and  charges  paid,  send 
receipt  to  us  and  we  will  be  glad  to 
take  it  up  with  the  company.  We 
are  calling  your  attention  to  this  on 
account  of  receiving  so  many  com- 
plaints from  customers  who  have 
been  overcharged,  some  paying  $50 
excess  charges  on  shipments  of  seed 
sweet  potatoes.  Berry  and  vegetable 
plants  take  second  class  rates;  trees 
and  shrubbery  take  first  class  rates. 

Parcel  Post- — For  small  orders,  par- 
cel post  will  be  the  most  satisfactory. 
But  please  include  enough  money  in 
order  for  postage.  Should  you  send 
too  much  it  will  be  returned,  and 
should  we  through  mistake  not  re- 
turn excess  postage,  please  write  us 
about  it. 

For  strawberry  and  sweet  potato 
plants  add  20  cents  per  hundred  for 
postage;  50  cents  for  blackberries, 
red  raspberries,  and  asparagus  roots; 
75  cents  per  100  for  grapes,  goose- 
berries and  black  raspberries.  One 
half  the  amount  for  first  and  second 
zones.  Of  course  we  cannot  give  ex- 
act rates  or  weights  of  plants  be- 
fore packing,  as  they  vary  in  weight. 

Seed  sweet  potatoes  weigh  about 
50  pounds  per  bushel,  strawberry  and 
sweet  potato  plants  weigh  about  20 
to  25  pounds  per  1000.  Grape  vines 
1-yr.  and  No.  1 blackberries,  about 
150  lbs.  per  1000,  packed;  trees 
weigh  from  70  to  100  lbs.  per  100, 
packed. 

Claims,  if  any,  must  be  brought  to 
our  attention  immediately  after  re- 
ceipt of  plants,  for  correction.

McCartney’s  Seed  Sweet  Potatoes  are  kiln  dried,  dug 
when  in  the  prime  condition,  graded  and  sorted  in  the 
field.  From  the  time  they  are  plowed  out  (we  do  not 
use  a digger,  as  it  bruises  the  potatoes),  hauled  to  the 
kiln,  taken  through  a curing  process,  given  just  the 
right  amount  of  heat  through  the  long  winter,  sorted  and 
packed  for  your  order,  they  are  handled  and  treated  in  a 
scientific  manner.  They  are  free  from  disease,  first  be- 
cause the  seed  is  dipped  before  bedding  for  any  chance 
disease;  second,  because  they  are  inspected  by  the  State 
Entomologist  each  season;  third,  because  they  are  sorted 
and  handled  by  experts.
